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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In line 4 of claim 21 , "coating" has been deleted. 

In line 4 of claim 21 , after "film,", the phrase "an entire edge region of the inert 
film flatly abutting in a working position against a syringe or carpule cylinder," has been 
inserted. 

In line 1 of claim 22, "coating" has been deleted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The piston 
stopper with an uncoated sealing section having at least two continuous sealing lips 
spaced-apart by a continuous recess and an annular continuous sealing zone or second 
portion projecting slightly radially beyond a surface of the entire edge region of the inert 
film where the entire edge region of the inert film flatly abuts in a working position 
against a syringe or carpule cylinder in combination with the other structural 
components of the piston stopper was not found in the prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
